The Hall-Brand pedigree is a famous one. It, like Proskey—Hines or 
Gilbert-Granberg, elevates a coin onto a very special pedestal, conveying 
authority and prestige. To claim Hall and Brand as forebears is to 
guarantee membership in the aristocracy of American numismatics. 


Despite the renown of the Hall-Brand combination, relatively little has re 
ever been written about either man. More extraordinarily still, nothing has Ke 
ever been published about how the one assembled his collection, how this 40 
collection then became the property of the other, or how in turn the other re- One 


distributed these treasures into general numismatic circulation. Herewith, 
I propose to fill some small portion of this void. 


Dr. Thomas Hall, a physician and a lifelong resident of the Boston area, 
was a numismatic collector of many interests. His several cabinets were 
well represented in all the U.S. Mint series. However, his holdings of such 
specialities as U.S. medals, Colonial issues, and varieties of early date 
cents were profound. A student as well as a collector, Hall published a fine 
monograph on the Connecticut coppers, which was privately printed in 1892. 8 
The accuracy of his observations, most of which were recorded in a 300-page 
notebook, make one wish that he had written more extensively on other series 
also. 


Hall's collection of medals and Colonials was the work of his middle years. 
He was not stricken with the large cent disease until some 20 years before his 
death. The carrier of the virus in this case was W.W. Hays who, in the 
spring of 1888, pawned off on his medical friend four fairly ordinary varieties 
of 1794 cents. Initially, Hall did very little with this fledgling set, only adding 
a nice S-60 from the Parmalee sale in 1890 and a near Mint State S-42 which 
he bought from Mr. Parmalee privately in 1891. However, in 1892, the 
ubiquitous B.H. Collins, in making one of his frequent scores, stumbled across 
a vertiable treasure trove of early date cents during a trip to London. The 
best of these were sold to his prime patron, Mr. Hays, but the duplicates were 
sufficient to boost Dr. Hall past the point of no return. The latter went on to 
acquire such gems as a VF35 S-20, a VF25 "starred reverse", an AU S-53, 
and a MS S-70 which earlier had belonged to Dr. Maris. By 1901, Dr. Hall 
had assembled 47 varieties of 1794, several of which were "finest knowns" 
and appeared on the plates of Frossard-Hays. 


A collection of 47 1794's is commendable but not extraordinary. How- 
ever, in tackling the 1793's, Hall put together a set of 21 different varieties 
(not counting edge devices), a feat which has never been exceeded before or 
since. This set was assembled in just 12 years, from 1890 to 1902. The 
variety of sources from which the pieces were obtained is but eloquent testi-— 
mony to the ingenuity of the collector. Half a dozen coins were bid in at public 
auction, including two each from the Parmalee and Winsor sales. The 
majority of the specimens were purchased singly in private transactions, in- 
cluding five from Steigerwalt, four from Parmalee who apparently continued

to keep his hand in the hobby well after his landmark auction in 1890, one 
from B.H. Collins of 1794 fame, and one — the unique "clover leaf" -— from 
S.S. Crosby himself. Clearly, #e creator of this set of 1793's was a man 
who knew how to get around. 


Dr. Hall died in 1909, leaving no specific instructions for the disposition 
of his coins. He had expressed to his family a wish that certain specialized 
series be kept together; and this wish was fulfilled in the person of Virgil 
Brand, who purchased the entire collection intact. 


Brand, a Chicago beer magnate who had been born in Germany, is one of 
the more romantic figures in American numismatics. It has been suggested 
trat he actually collected the world by date, mint mark, and variety. Indeed, 
it is probably true to state that no rumor concerning the extent of the Brand 
Hoard could be exaggerated. To indicate the depth of the Hoard, a few ex- 
amples might include the following: two 1815 half eagles, hundreds (yes, 
hundreds) of assay medals, and ten 1893 quarter eagle proofs (purchased from 
the Mint for $27.50, the lot), plus at least four New England shillings, 12 
Higley's, and six Birch cents. The accumulations of territorial gold and 
Masonic tokens were nothing short of massive. Yet — it must be remembered - 
the U.S, section of Brand's collection accounted for only 10 per cent of the 
whole. 


As Dr. Sheldon told the story, Carl Wurtzbach - who was Virgil Brand's 
cousin — was instrumental in getting Brand started along the numismatic trail 
and then acted as his general purchasing agent. However, the records do not 
bear this out. Brand's first purchases were made in June, 1889; but his 
additions for several years thereafter, while considerable in quantity, were 
SO marginal in terms of quality as to suggest a self-taught man at the helm. 
In later years, Wurtzbach did sell Brand several large lots of tokens; but his 
contribution to the Hoard in general and the large cent segment in particular, 
seems to have been grossly exaggerated. 


The annual spending pace of Brand's acquisitions increased from $3,000. 
in early '90's, to $5,000. in the mid-'S0's, to $10,000. per year after the turn 
of the century. In 1908, the first really major purchase was made - $62,000. 
to obtain the entire collection of Dewitt S. Smith. Most of the purchase price 
was attributable to some extraordinary examples of territorial gold. However, 
the Colonial cabinet included the unique New England stiver in copper, two 
"New Yorke in America" tokens, three willow trees, and sundry other plums. 
The large cents, representing $6,000. of the purchase price, boasted 16 
varieties of 1793 and 32 varieties of 1794. 


I have not been able to unearth specifics, but the Dr. Hall collection must 
have come into Brand's possession sometime in the period of 1909-1911. This 
arrival greatly strengthened Brand's 1793's and 1794's from the Smith collec- 
tion, but other than a purchase of four lots from the Hays/Phelps sale in 1907, 
Brand made no major accessions of cent varieties before or after. Thus, 
whereas the Hoard had a date set, in depth, for 1795 and beyond, it is doubtful 
whether the early dates in total could boast more than 150 different Sheldon 
numbers.

Brand continued to collect with vorcity until his death in 1926 (he was done 
in by ptomaine poisoning after eating a 35¢ lunch). It took the Brand family 
four years to settle quarrels over the picking of the bones, and it took another 
three years for Henry Chapman and B. G. Johnson to complete an inventory of 
the coins. In the end, the Hoard was evenly divided between Brand's two 
brothers: Armin and Horace Louis Phillip. Almost from the beginning of 
their acquisition in about 1933, the brothers began to sell off their holdings as 
fast as funds were required, Armin at a judicious pace, and Horace Louis 
Phillip even more rapidly owing to a series of spicy divorces. 


Just tracking down the dispersal of the large cents is a labyrinthine pro- 
cess. A few of the 1793's were sold at Elder and Morgenthau auctions in the 
mia--1980's; in all probability, these were divorce-related assets. The bulk 
of the 1793's was dispatched privately in the early 1940's by the St. Louis 
Coin Company. Major buyers included George Clapp, Ernest Henderson, 
Harold Bareford, and F.C.C. Boyd. Many of the 1794's were handled by Carl 
Wurtzbach - a few went to Hines and French while Brand was still alive, buta 
greater number came to Dr. Sheldon in the late '30's and early "40's. Most 
of the Hall 1794's were auctioned off, of course, by New Netherlands in 1951. 


The Brand Hoard outlasted Armin who succumbed circa 1953, and Horace 
who lasted until 1962. In all, it took about 40 years from Virgil's death in 
1926 until the disposition was complete. Thus, the Hall-Brand story is really 
a numismatic epic — it began modestly in the horse-and-buggy days of 1888 and 
did not run its course until well after Sputnik I was circling the globe.

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PENNY WISE DOES HER ACT ON A 78 RPM RECORD 


The Editor was surprised recently to receive, through the mails, an 
elaborately packed gift sent by a donor who has asked to remain anonymous. 
The gift was a 78 RPM record which I am told was obtained at auction. The 
record itself must be all of 30 or 40 years old, juding from its manufacturer's 
label (Vocalion) and the quality of the recording. 


What makes the record sort of special is that it was recorded by a voca- 
list named Penny Wise and she was accompanied by her Wise Guys. On one 
side, Penny sings (although not too well) 'Silver on the Sage’ from "The 
Texans"; and on the reverse side, she sings 'Laugh and Call It Love! from 
"Sing you Sinners". Both songs are in fox trot tempo. 


The Editor thanks the anonymous donor and wishes all to know that he has 
added the recording to the other oddities containing references to PENNY- 
WISE which he has collected over the past twelve years. 
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NUMISMATIC NOTES. 


In the Blatter fur Mrinz-freunde Mr. Edward Schroder discusses some of the 
names which have been given to coins from those of Mint-masters and others. Among 
these he notes that “ Gortzen-daler” is the popular Swedish name of the dalers coined 
by order of Baron de Schlitz, called de Gortz, one of the Ministers of Charles ALE: 
‘‘ Hebrenke"’ was a name applied to pfennigs of a particularly poor alloy, issued in the 
fourteenth century, in Breslau; Nicolas Rempel, Mintmaster of that City, gave his name 
to the “ Rempelhellers,” while “ Ephraimiten” was the term applied to the “ Drittel ” 
and “Tympf” of Prussia and Leipzig, struck in the reign of Augustus III of Poland, by 
the house of Ephraim, Itzig & Co. Other analogous examples are cited by the author 
of the paper; his explanations of the origin and meaning of these allusive names of 
coins is a novel and interesting contribution to numismatic literature. 


Forty thousand pieces of the value of five marks, and fifty thousand of three 
marks have been coined at Berlin, to commemorate the three hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the foundation of the University of Jena. They bear the bust of John 
Frederick of Saxony, three-quarters facing. 


OBITUARY. 
ASHER D. ATKINSON. 


Mr. AsHeR D. Atkinson, the last survivor of the Founders of The American 
Numismatic Society, died on Saturday morning, June 26, at his home in New Brunswick, 
N. J., in his eighty-eighth year. He was the son of Dr. Asher Atkinson and Mary J. 
Forsyth Kempston, and was born in Philadelphia, Sept. 30, 1821. Whena youth he 
attended the Friends’ school in that city, with his cousin Thomas Dunn English, who 
was also one of the Founders of The American Numismatic Society. We are told by 
his daughter that his teacher was the “ master so cruel and grim” of “Ben Bolt.”” The 
family later removed to New York city, where he studied medicine, but never engaged 
in practice, devoting his time to business, and after 1863 was a successful operator in 
developing oil wells. At one time he had a very fine collection of Cents which, after 
passing through various hands, finally came into the possession of the U.S. Mint in 
Philadelphia. He was for many years a member of the Long Island Historical Society. 

Mr. Atkinson married Miss Emma J. Barnsdall, April 20, 1853, and they cele- 
brated their golden wedding in 1903. Six children survive him, one of whom, Asher 
Atkinson, C. E., by a singular coincidence, was employed professionally in the construc- 
tion of The American Numismatic Society’s new building. The funeral took place from 
his late residence on June 28. L.. H.: B: 


THOMAS HALL, M. D. 


THE very sudden death, in May last, at his summer home in Chelmsford, Mass., of 
Dr. Thomas Hall, for many years a member of the Boston Numismatic Society, leaves 
a vacancy in the ranks of prominent collectors of Americana. Dr. Hall’s cabinet was 
remarkable in many ways; his sets of early U. S. Cents, especially those of 1793 and 
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'94, had few if any equals. His Rosa Americanas comprised nearly if not quite all the 
known varieties, while his Colonial and State issues, from the early N. E. silver to the 
New Jersey, Vermont, and especially the Connecticut Cents, was remarkable for its 
completeness ; he had in preparation a monograph of some of these, and a portion of it 
he had privately printed; but we fear that physical infirmity prevented him from bring- 
ing it toa conclusion. Of pattern pieces he had some very rare examples, while among 
his numerous Washington and Lincoln medals were many scarce and valuable issues, 
including some that are probably unique. 

Dr. Hall was never happier than when opening his cabinet to some friend of con- 
genial tastes, especially as his failing health kept him at home for much of the time in 
the latter years of his life. He had carefully studied its wealth of choice and interesting 
pieces. The disposition of his cabinet has not as yet been discussed by his family, 
but it is known that Dr. Hall hoped that some at least of its very complete groups 
might be kept together, and never dispersed.

This little volume of 146 pages 16mo, which has recently been issued by Mr. Robert 

Hewitt, of The American Numismatic Society, is illustrated by a photogravure portrait 

of Abraham Lincoln from the photograph by Rice, and a half-tone of the obverse of the 

larger Lincoln Centennial Medal designed by Roiné, described in an earlier number of 
this volume of the Journal. Like the volume published by Mr. Hewitt just before 

New Year’s, it contains a small silver medal, inserted in much the same manner as in 

the larger volume. The obverse bears a portrait bust in citizen’s dress, of Lincoln, 

nearly facing, but turning slightly to the right ; the date 1809 is on the field above the 
shoulder on the left, and 1909 and the name of the artist beneath in small letters, on 
the right in similar position. Legend, on the left ABRAHAM and on the right LINCOLN 

On the reverse is the inscription in eighteen lines, the last curving to the lower edge of 

the planchet :—By | HIS HIGH COURAGE, | HIS | STATESMANSHIP, AND HIS | SUPREME 

QUALITIES | AS A | LEADER, AND NOT LESS BY HIS | CHARITY, HIS TENDERNESS, | AND |

OBITUARY :DR. THOMAS HALL, BOSTON COLLECTOR. 


It is with regret that we have to announce the death of Doctor Thomas Hall. 
a retired Boston physician, but better known to the numismatic world as an ardent 
coin collector.. 

For the last few years the Doctor had been in poor health, but during the 
past winter this had greatly improved. It was therefore with considerable surprise 
that his many friends learned of his sudden demise in his sixty-eighth year at 
his summer home at Chelmsford Centre where he had gone but two days before. 

Dr. Hall always took pleasure in showing his coins to anybody he thought 
interested in them and about every out of town collector visiting Boston made 
a pilgrimage to his home. The Doctor’s collection was especially strong in Co- 
lonials and contained several unique pieces and a number unique in the condition 
he had them in. For nearly all of his coins were in the best condition obtainable as 
he made it a rule to buy only the finest. Connecticut cents were his specialty and 
his varieties of these numbered several hundreds. His collection was also especially 
strong in the Lincoln and Washington series, the Rosa Americanas, and patterns, 
but to the average collector his collection of cents were the most appealing, for 
he had probably the finest sets of 1793 and 1704 cents known. Suffice to say, he 
had eleven uncirculated varieties of the former date, including the best strawberry 
leaf variety known, and twenty-five of the 1794's, besides the balance of the sets in 
less fine condition. His other dates were as remarkable, and his half cents were 
of the same high order. He made no pretence of collecting the silver series with 
the exception of the half dimes. As yet it is uncertain whether the collection will 
be sold, at least not right away, but if ever it is, collectors will have a chance for 
many of our American varieties. W. 





OBITUARY : JOSEPH E, PERKINS OF SYRACUSE, N. Y.
